arco Pierre White’s volcanic 

temper is the stuff of legend. 

There’s a story, for instance, of 

im shredding the clothes of a 

junior chef who once complained of being too 

hot. Then there’s the tale of him ejecting one 

food critic from his restaurant for, heaven forbid, 

wearing bicycle clips. Or there’s the one of him 

reducing that least-delicate of flowers, Gordon 

Ramsay, who trained under White, to a sobbing 

wreck, overwhelmed by despair, quivering like a 
wobbly blancmange. 

Today, the combustible chef-turned- 
restaurateur sits opposite me in the bowels of his 
subterranean Frankie’s restaurant just off 
Brompton Road (one in the chain that he co- 
runs with jockey Frankie Dettori), sporting 
loafers and an open-necked shirt. He slouches in 
his chair, leaning back so far that at one stage he 
kicks up his feet to use my armrest as a footstool, 
occasionally sweeping back his curly mop of 
shoulder-length hair. 

He is completely at ease, but he is still an 
intense presence. He fixes me to my seat with his 
burrowing, brown stare and is unflappable 
under questioning. He assures me at the outset 
that I can ask him ‘any question I like’ but any 
question he doesn’t like (for instance, about his 
family life; he is currently divorcing from his 
third wife, Mati, the mother of his three 
youngest children), he dismisses with a firm 
sweep of his hand: ‘next question?’ 

There is never any doubt that Marco Pierre 
White, aged 46, is fully in control of the 
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pethe, . 


Marco Pierre White’s talent had him bestriding the Nineties restaurant 
scene like a colossus, but his temper led to a number of very public bust- 
ups along the way. Since hanging up his apron, he’s carved out a new career 
as a successful restaurateur, but has he mellowed, asks Alistair Duncan

proceedings. After the interview ends, he tells 
me that he never gets nervous before interviews: 
he always knows that he’s done zillions more 
than the journalist who’s turned up to grill him. 

I start off by asking the original bad boy of 
cooking, who rose from humble beginnings on 
a council estate in Leeds to become the 
youngest chef in the world to win three Michelin 
stars (he was 33), why he recently launched a 
broadside against the hugely influential Michelin 
guides. What is his beef with Michelin exactly? 

‘I no longer understand their criteria,’ he 
explains. ‘Look, Michelin is Michelin. We have 
to respect them. Michelin have done a lot for 
gastronomy in this country. They’ve realised a 
lot of chefs’ dreams, including mine. But when I 
was a young boy, I understood what Michelin 
stood for. Today, I don’t understand what it 
stands for. There are a lot of Michelin-starred 
establishments in this country that aren’t full. 
Does that tell you what people actually want?’ 

Too many restaurants patronise customers, 
tell them what to eat, how to eat it and charge 
you heftily for the privilege, says White. He 
admits, however, that he hardly ever eats in 
other people’s restaurants in the UK, but instead 
samples rival chefs’ offerings during his many 
trips abroad. ‘I don’t care what other people do 
in Britain,’ he says blithely. ‘Why should I care? 
I care about what happens in my restaurants. 
And if I’m seen in someone else’s place, it’s right 
that people ask: “why isn’t he at his own 
restaurant?”” 

Marco Pierre White retired from cooking in 
1999. He was only 38 but he had had enough. 
He had reached the pinnacle of his powers but 
he was fed up with the punishing hours, so he 
quit life behind a stove and handed back his 
Michelin stars. He is now a restaurateur who 
lords over a sprawling empire of fine dining 
establishments; the cause for our conversation 
today is the opening of a new Frankie’s Sports 
Bar and Grill at Chelsea FC’s home ground, 
Stamford Bridge, to accompany his other 
restaurant, Marco, that opened there in 
September last year. 

The menu at Marco’s sounds divine 
(unforgiving restaurant critic AA Gill recently 
rhapsodised the ‘clean and clear’ crab salad he 
enjoyed there, as well as the ‘rich, smooth’ foie 
gras terrine and ‘tireless’ scallops), but I suggest 
that eating at Marco’s is beyond the means of 
your average football supporter (a match day 
three-course set menu sets you back £45 per 
head, although shepherd’s pie 4 la carte, for 
instance, costs just £12.50). Is that why he’s 
launching a Frankie’s there (which is admittedly 
more affordable)? Because most Chelsea fans are 
priced out of Marco’s? 

‘No, I’m a great believer in value,’ he says. 
‘You can eat at Marco’s all in for £40, £50. 
If you want to make it more expensive, then you 
do that with the wine. I think, in this day and 
age, food should be at a sensible price.’ 

£50 for a meal still sounds a lot for a typical 
Chelsea fan, in my opinion, but, anyway, White 


seems content that some of Chelsea players, who 
wouldn’t bat an eyelid if the bill came to 10 
times that figure, support the restaurant: Frank 
Lampard and John Terry eat there on a regular 
basis, while Andriy Shevchenko was there the 
other night. I ask what Roman Abramovich 
typically orders when he’s there for the evening 
but the drawbridge instantly goes up: ‘I couldn’t 
pass comment on him,’ he says, flicking me a 
blank stare that leaves me in no way unsure that 
questions about the Russian billionaire and 
Chelsea FC paymaster are completely off-limits. 

White has largely shunned the path of TV 
stardom, although he did agree to do reality TV 
show Hell’s Kitchen last year, taking over from 
Gordon Ramsay, with whom he has enjoyed a 
bitter feud for many years now. 

‘I stepped into the ring of Hell’s Kitchen 
because I didn’t like the way that certain people 
portrayed my industry,’ he explains, in a remark 
clearly aimed at his former employee.

believe that they gave a true insight into how a 
kitchen is run. I wanted to put the reality back 
into a reality TV show.’ 

He is due to step back into the ring later this 
year when his new show, Marco’s Great British 
Feast, is aired on ITV. The programme sees 
White travel the length and breadth of the 
country seeking out the finest ingredients that 
the land has to offer, but it also allows him to 
indulge in three of his favourite pastimes: 
shooting, fishing and hunting. 

White only shoots game birds twice or three 
times a year these days (he used to do up to 90 
days a season) and he especially loves fishing 
with his children, he says. He regularly stalks 
deer in Hampshire, Dorset and Berkshire and 
takes great pleasure in the knowledge that it 
allows him to know the precise provenance of 
his meat. 

‘If I go deer stalking, I don’t just shoot any 
deer that I see. I select it. It’s culled. Then, it’s 
hung, it’s prepared, it’s butchered, it’s cooked 
and it’s served and all along, I know what’s 
happening. Rather than buying a game deer 
that is sweating and overhung and maybe has 
been frozen.’

The way he tells it, Geraint Anderson has been causing trouble since he was in short 
trousers. In his new book, Cityboy, the former stockbroker exposes the secret world 


of the Square Mile. And, he tells Amanda Constance, "T is only the beginning

eraint Anderson opens his front door 

looking a little bleary-eyed. He 

sheepishly explains that he has been 

‘partying for five days at a stately 
home in Devon’. Later, as he makes us tea, 
sunglasses firmly in place, I nose around the 
kitchen of his Shepherd’s Bush home. Pictures 
of Anderson at play with friends adorn the 
fridge. ’'m struck by an arresting photograph of 
a stunning woman with eyes like saucers walking 
out of a pool wearing nothing more than a large 
python around her neck. ‘Oh, I don’t know 
her,’ says Anderson, with a regretful hoot, ‘she 
was some woman at a party in Ibiza’. Welcome 
to the world of ‘Cityboy’. 

For the past 18 months, Cityboy has been 
the pen name of an anonymous columnist in 
thelondonpaper. A City confessional, its riotous 
tales of egos and excess, written with biting wit 
and a revolutionary zeal, has made it the paper’s 
most popular column. At the end of June, when 
a novel of the same name was published, it was 
Anderson who was unmasked as Cityboy. 

To call the book an eye-opener on life in the 
Square Mile is an understatement. It’s a warts 
and all, white-knuckle ride through the City of 
the last decade, a cesspool of rampant egotism 
and ambition, where backstabbing and 
braggadocio are currencies as common as any 
traded by brokers and any show of humanity 
considered a sign of weakness. Salaries are mind- 
boggling and  Michelin-starred meals 
accompanied by £1,000 bottles of wine a matter 
of course, as are six-figure corporate 
‘jollies’, mountains of cocaine and Bacchanalian 
levels of partying. 

Enter, stage left, Cityboy. A young hippy, he 
falls into a job as a stockbroker and starts to 
make big bucks. As he gets more successful, he 
slowly becomes the shallow, ruthless, money- 
obsessed monster he thought he had always 
despised. In revealing the dark underbelly of the 
City, Anderson’s timing couldn’t be better. As 
the credit crunch bites, interest in our financial 
hub has never been greater. Anderson’s 
summation that ‘It’s a tight-knit club for making 
mostly white, young, mostly heterosexual men 
as much cash as quickly as possible’, won't 
surprise many of us, but it won’t be winning him 
friends in the Square Mile. ‘Obviously the city 
will pay some contract killers to get me when 
the book comes out,’ he laughs. 

It’s hard to imagine this slightly built, self- 
contained 35-year-old who is now relaxing in his 
garden with a peppermint tea as the person 
behind the cocaine-fuelled, ‘Loadsamoney’ 
Cityboy. He has the air of a mild-mannered 
academic, an intellectual with Trotskyite facial 
hair. But Anderson and I have known each other 
for 20 years, since we were teenagers at school in 
West London, and he’s always been too clever 
by half. His way with words led some teenage 
wit amongst us to nickname him ‘Shakespeare’. 
He’s always had a dry, laconic humour, there’s a 
quip for everything, coupled with an intense 
energy, that meant the quiet life never beckoned. 

Anderson once told me that he gatecrashed 


all the May balls one summer when he was at 
Cambridge just to see if he could. And on the 
photoshoot for this piece he talked his way into 
his old school, Laytmer Upper in Hammersmith 
to get some pictures. He has, he admits, a 
natural talent for ‘bullshitting’, which helped 
him go a long way in the City. ‘My mother once 
said: “Only boring people get bored.” 

‘I think that I have always been a wrong 
‘un”’, says Anderson. He was expelled from his 
Montessori nursery school in Holland Park at 
the age of four after just one hour for ‘hassling 
all the girls. Something I’ve been doing for the 
last 35 years,’ he laughs. He’s always had a 
prodigious appetite for partying, although he 
denies the £25,000 long-weekend in Ibiza, so 
memorably described in Cztyboy, was based on 
personal experience. ‘Most of the things in the 
book are true but they may not have all 
happened to me. And if Mum and Dad are 
reading, the stuff about drugs and orgies is 
definitely nothing to do with me.’ 

Anderson is still close to his family — he grew 
up in Clarendon Road in Holland Park, the 
youngest of three brothers — and when we meet 
he is apprehensive about their reaction to the 
book. His father is the Labour peer, Lord

woman I was going to marry . That made me 
think about what I was doing with my life.’ 
When an old friend at thelondonpaper 
approached him to write a column, he jumped at 
the chance. ‘It allowed me to vent my vitriol and 
may have saved me from a nervous breakdown.’ 

If Anderson’s ‘man-on-the-edge’ quality 
makes the book compelling, it his serious 
analysis of the City that represent the book’s 
strongest moments. Whether it’s hedge funders, 
the effects of 9/11, the bonus system, Enron or 
more recent events such the run on Northern 
Rock, Anderson’s take on these events is 
informative, articulate and highly readable. 

For Anderson, Cityboy isn’t just about 
dishing the dirt. He wants it to matter. ‘It’s a 
moral crusade I’m on a mission here’. To whit, 
the book is peppered with idealistic outbursts. 
‘You don’t have to be Sigmund Freud to work 
out that maybe some of my zeal is derived from 
my upbringing,’ he says. ‘I don’t think ’m 
going to save the world, I’d just prefer to be part 
of the solution, rather than the problem’. For 
now, the solution is writing books ‘that help 
people question a ruthless dog-eat-dog world 
that’s not particularly healthy.’ 

Anderson is expecting a huge bag of hate

Anderson of Swansea, his mother a ‘hardcore 
Methodist’. Anderson claims his upbringing was 
both socialist and religious (one of his brothers is 
now a vicar in Syracuse in Sicily). Anderson 
spurned his religious upbringing at the age of 13 
but still goes to church at Christmas, ‘otherwise I 
don’t get my Christmas lunch’. So is the partying 
a reaction to his childhood? ‘If I’m still rebelling 
at 35 there must be something wrong. My uncle 
Keith, a very wise man, said don’t be a smoking, 
drinking, gambling, drugtaking, womaniser 
Geraint. Choose two and do them really well — 
let’s just say I don’t gamble or smoke.’ 

So just how much of Cityboy is 
autobiographical? The main character in the 
book is called Steve but, to those in the know, 
he’s very much like the author. ‘Yes,’ admits 
Anderson, ‘Steve’s personal biography is 
suspiciously similar to mine... I was a hippy — 
I was doing a Masters.’ 

Anderson had qualms about working in the 
City. ‘I thought, Pll do it for five years. That was 
12 years ago. Unfortunately, those nasty people 
in investment banks keep on giving you more 
and more cash so you become like the bank 
robber who says, “I'll just do one last job”.’ 

‘I did make more and more money but I 
never became quite as monstrous as the 
character in the book’, he says, although he 
admits that ‘things did get a bit silly’. 

Anderson said the wake-up call came when 
‘I went into a tailspin after splitting up with the 


mail. Here he is, sitting pretty at 35, worth 
somewhere between £2-3 million (‘not much in 
City terms’), bleating on about the system that 
has made him rich. Is he a hypocrite? He laughs. 
‘That does need to be addressed somewhat.’ But 
he hopes to channel some of his energy into 
working for a charity. ‘If I don’t then I will have 
failed in some way.’ 

Not many people live the dream of retiring 
from the City at a relatively young age, 
financially secure and able to do whatever they 
want. “The big man upstairs was looking out for 
me,’ agrees Anderson. Plans now include a film 
script of Cztyboy and ‘obviously wife, kids, house 
in the country, a house in northern Spain and a 
pied-a-terre in London’. Although, there’s a 
quip — there’s always got to be a quip — ‘the most 
hilarious thing would be if 
I got sued for the book. 
Imagine that? I spend 12 
long years struggling 
away, I retire, my ego 
dictates I write a book 
and I lose all my 
money. Now _ that 


would be funny.’ =

Few things make us happier than complaining. 
Is it a very British thing? Or is it just an excuse 
to moan without making any changes? As 
philosopher Julian Baggini points out here, 
although complaining can be a good thing, if it 
is to bring about great social change there has 
to be a real desire for improvement and a 
commitment to making it happen, otherwise it 
is simply so much hot air. Filled with analysis 
and observation, some of it based on a survey 
of ‘complainers’ commissioned for this book, 
he has fresh new insights to offer. You might be 
surprised to hear that peak complaining time 
hits in our 30s. What started as a way of passing 
the time of day has become an addictive way of 
life that is both self-serving and pernicious in its 
effects. If we were to apply the same principles 
of restraint to complaining as we do to our 
diets, we might be a lot better off. 


THE HALF-KNOWN LIFE by Simonetta 
Wenkert, Bloomsbury, £14.99 

Sitting in the park with her daughter Maro, 
pregnant Sappho is the epitome of a yummy- 
mummy, swathed in a life of cashmere cosiness 
with property developer husband Tom. Her 
companion on the bench is from a very 
different place. She is Laleh and, as she puts it, 
‘I am nobody. I am asylum seeker.” On some 
kind of instinct Sappho knows that she needs 
Laleh in her life and invites her and her son 
Reza to live in the flat at the top of her house. 
Maybe it is the pain in Laleh’s life that provoke 
Sappho to examine the circumstances that have 
led her to where she is, forcing her to rethink 
the complex circumstances of her upbringing in 
Greece and England that have left her with 
unanswered questions about her parents and 
her true feelings for her childhood sweetheart 
Alexander. This evocative, sexy (in an Esther 
Freudish sort of way) novel brilliantly evokes a

childhood lulled by the languor and mystery of 
Greece and weaves a gripping plot around a 
past deeply buried, but never quite forgotten. 


FOUR SEASONS IN ROME by Anthony 
Doerr, Fourth Estate, £8.99 

Anthony Doerr gets the fantastic news that he 
has won a year’s scholarship to research and 
write in Rome on the same day that his wife 
gives birth to their twin sons, Owen and Henry. 
With enviable bravery, they make the decision 
to go, and find themselves in the apartment 
that goes with the job, a sprawling if spartan 
place in the Trastevere district next door to the 
American Embassy. Thrilled by every aspect of 
the world’s most beautiful city, Doerr finds 
pleasure in every eccentricity and strangeness 
where others might recoil, and settles in to 
enjoy slices of pizza and culture in equal 
measure. Whether staring up at the 220 
different moulded Michelangelo plaster flowers 
on the ceiling of the Farnese palace, or buying 
a double buggy down a difficult-to-find back 
lane, he finds something to learn. Each season 
brings a new delight, whether it be the snow 
falling through the hole in the roof of the 
Pantheon or the heat of high summer 
reminding him how many artists and writers 
this city has inspired and fostered. 


CAPTIVATED, J.M. Barrie, the Du 
Mauriers and the Dark Side of Neverland by 
Piers Dudgeon, Chatto and Windus, £18.99 
The statue of Peter Pan in Kensington Gardens 
is one of those things that seems to be part of 
the very essence of the city. A symbol of the 
joys of childhood, it is a shock to discover in 
this new biography of the creator of Peter Pan 
that his interest in childhood and his adopted 
‘nephews’, the Llewellyn Davies boys, and their 
cousins, the du Maurier girls, was not 
altogether pure. Their ‘Uncle Jim’ was, in 
reality, an impotent man in a strained marriage 


who revelled in his power to dominate the lives 
of others. His obsessive need to exercise this 
power, the author argues, contributed greatly 
to the depressive and self-destructive natures of 
this talented and creative family. Shedding new 
light on both J.M. Barrie and Daphne du 
Maurier, on whose secret diaries much of the 
research is based, this is a major contribution to 
our understanding of key characters in English 
literature and of human nature itself. How is it 
that we ever thought the ‘Lost Boys’ of Peter 
Pan represented a positive image of childhood 
when they all resolutely refused to grow up? 


THE SEVEN LIVES OF JOHN MURRAY: 
The Story of a Publishing Dynasty by 
Humphrey Carpenter, John Murray, £25 
This is the story of a publishing company that 
has lasted 200 years, continuing to be run by 
descendants of the original founder in 1768. 
Their glorious offices in an untouched Georgian 
house in Albermarle Street, W1, contain the 
fireplace where Byron’s ‘controversial’ 
manuscripts were destroyed, and many other 
treasures besides, including the portraits of all 
the redoubtable leaders of this venerable firm. 
As a company, however, it never rested on its 
antique laurels but rather chose to forge ahead, 
courting controversy by publishing Charles 
Darwin’s The Origin of Species and Queen 
Victoria’s letters. Other glittering authors on 
their list include Patrick Leigh Fermor, Dame 
Freya Stark, illustrator Osbert Lancaster and the 
poet laureate John Betjeman. Many of these 
authors spoke highly of the wiliness and 
professional handling meted out to them, but a 
certain Miss Austen, for example, found them 
less than forthright in their disclosure of the 
appropriate royalties to be paid to her following 
their publication of Emma. Much more than 
the history of a company, this is also the history 
of the life of a gentleman publisher, now, sadly, 
all but lost to us.

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riscilla Carluccio has had a unique and powerful influence in the 

design world over the past four decades. This year, she has come to 

the fore with the opening of her brand new store, Few and Far, in 

the heart of Knightsbridge on the Brompton Road. But this 
venture is simply the culmination of a career devoted to design. In 1969, 
she worked as a stylist on Habitat France’s first 
catalogue, went on to become buying director at The 
Conran Shop in 1975, and, in 1981, became the 
trend forecaster for the Storehouse group. And after 
she married her restaurateur husband, Antonio 
Carluccio, she was responsible for turning their 
original flagship specialist Italian food store into a 
successful retailing and café brand, overseeing 
everything from product to logos. ‘It was a wonderful 
challenge to make the Carluccio concept work as a big 
business, but with Few and Far I wanted to create an 
exclusive, one-off shop,’ she says. 

Summer visitors to Few and Far will be treated to 
a dizzying selection of merchandise. The original 
philosophy was to offer an eclectic range of goods, 
which — every season — will change and have a new 
theme. For the summer months, the concept is simple 
and welcoming: French Café. Carluccio lists the stock 
she has carefully chosen and ordered in: two types of traditional French 
chair — the classic metal Tolix furniture and the woven Drucker café chairs 
— accessories in blue and white Mediterranean colours, traditional fishing 
nets and sailing boats for children, candles shaped like cacti and shells, picnic 
baskets for al fresco eating, and antique English furniture. ‘I want the shop 
to offer a wide range of prices — some things are really cheap, others expen- 
sive — so that customers feel they can always come away with a little 
something they like,’ she says. 

In these days of formulaic living, one supposes that opening a new shop 
involves endless market research and, perhaps, a focus-group potential 
customer. But for Carluccio, with her years of buying experience, selecting 
beautiful objects is second nature. ‘I don’t have an ideal customer in mind 


— almost the opposite, I hope all sorts of people will enjoy the shop!’ she

says. Does she have a winning formula for selecting products? ‘I have a very 
confident eye,’ she says. She adds that, having originally worked as a 
photographer (she studied photography at Guildford School of Art in the 
1960s), she has a sharp visual sense. 

Walk around Few and Far and it’s easy to see that Carluccio has very 
cleverly mixed her stock across categories. There are 
always fresh roses on sale, and on a Friday, chocolate 
cakes sit on glass cake stands, tempting buyers to take 
them home for tea. The customer will find tableware 
and glasses, beautiful fine cotton and silk clothes from 
India, Italy and Morocco, all sitting cheek by jowl with 
jewellery by emerging designers, children’s toys, and 
modern and antique furniture, which comes on and 
off the shop floor with amazing regularity, as pieces 
often sell in a trice. Carluccio has deliberately chosen 
not to divide up stock into set categories. ‘We don’t 
have departments in our own homes, do we?’ she says. 
‘I wanted customers to see products in juxtaposition, 
to create a more stimulating and enjoyable shopping 
environment.’ 

For Carluccio, it’s not just a question of what she 
sells, but how she sells it. ‘I wanted to create a 
traditional shop, where the customer is actually cared 
for,’ she says. ‘People have forgotten the art of shop-keeping, and I want to 
bring that back again.’ To this end, purchases are individually wrapped in 
paper from India, with different coloured ribbons. ‘I tell my staff to pick a 
colour they think customers would like, and one that matches the paper.’ 
Once the summer has passed, and fresh stock starts to flood in, Few and Far 
will look different again, but Carluccio’s strong, personal philosophy is 
clearly here to stay. “This is a personal venture for me,’ she says. ‘If 
customers come here and they like the things I choose, then they will want 
to shop here again.’ At the thought of chocolate cake, personalised ribbon 
and something lovely to take home, how could anyone resist?

ver since Liz Hurley was photographed showing off her body — 
sorry, new swimwear range — fashion-conscious minds have 
turned to the annual hunt for the perfect cossie. However, 42- 
year-old Hurley has an extreme diet and the marvels of 
Photoshop to thank for her fabulous pictures, but lacking the discipline, and 
access to the above, how are we mere mortals to survive swimsuit season? 

Anyone who regularly reads fashion pages will know the drill when it 
comes to bikinis. Pear-shaped women need to draw the eye upwards with 
bright colours and detail on top; halter necklines work well on curvy 
girls; top-heavy figures need good, underwire support and beanpoles can 
get away with itsy-bitsy string and bandeau styles. 

Yet for those that have a horror of revealing (rather too much) sun- 
starved flesh, there’s good news: continuing on from last year, the 
one-piece dominated the designer catwalks.

e walked 
through spring woodland. The 
sun dappled the new leaves on 
the trees and the earth hummed 


along the 


with warmth. The ground was hard, pitted with 
the tracks of boar and the pungent scent of the 
wild pigs hung in the air. We headed down a 
small hill to the river which rushed down from 
the ancient volcanic hills. The water was cold 
and clear. On the other side of a small island in 
the middle of the river was a perfect blue pool 
overhung by trees. Throwing any caution to the 
wind we stripped off and jumped in, gasping for 
breath in the icy water before diving under a 
small waterfall. It was an enchanted way to 
spend our first morning in Tuscany. 

It was Claus Thottrup, our host who 
recommended this secret pool. Claus and his 
wife Jeanette own Borgo Santo Pietro, the 
13th century villa where we were staying. 
He had mentioned that he and his family had 
discovered the pool and, within minutes of us 
showing an interest, a bag was produced with 
bottles of water and two towels and Claus was 
leaning over the villa wall, enthusiastically 
gesticulating towards the woods in the valley. 
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This is the Borgo Santo Pietro way, friendly 
and welcoming with a truly personal service. 
Borgo Santo Pietro lies in the south-west of 
Tuscany, half an hour from Siena. The villa, with 
eight guest bedrooms, has recently opened as a 
luxury retreat but the building itself is steeped in

history. It was a spa for travelling pilgrims in 
1227 — the famous chapel of San Galgano, built 
in 1185, lies just over the road — and had been 
used as a church and a working farm, but when 
the Thottrups bought it in 2001, the building 
had lain derelict for 20 years. 


Claus and Jeanette used Italian insiders to 
find the site and the brief was simple: steer 
clear of Chiantishire and find an unattached 
old farm house with grounds. They couldn’t 
have found a more perfect setting. 

The approach to Borgo Santo Pietro is flat, 
allowing the Thottrups to landscape the 
gardens they’ve always dreamt of, but at the 
back of the building the land falls away 
providing an uninterrupted view across the 
wild Tuscan landscape of the Valle Serena. 

The opening of Borgo Santo Pietro is the 
culmination of a dream for the Thottrups. An 
engaging Danish couple, currently based in 
London’s Queen’s Park, they have had a long 
love affair with Italy. When they bought the 
villa, they planned to make it their permanent 
home but when the size of the property and 
the prospect of rural isolation became 
overwhelming, they redirected their energies 
into creating the perfect boutique hotel. 

It is hard to imagine that Borgo Santo 
Pietro was once a ruin surrounded by 13 acres 
of wasteland. But Claus and Jeanette are born 
developers with a wealth of experience 
between them. Claus builds homes for the 


super-rich in London’s smart postcodes and 
Jeanette has a background in interior design 
and fashion. They are complete perfectionists 
and coupled with an enormous energy that has 
transformed this ancient villa. 

From the start they wanted to create 
something different. Tuscany is full of 
overpriced, old-fashioned hotels or more 
homely affairs offering the authentic rustic 
experience complete with damp rooms and 
dripping showers. Claus and Jeanette wanted to 
create something that offered a totally luxurious 
experience without any stuffiness. Their model 
was the grand English estates of years gone by, 
opulent but comfortable with superb, personal 
service. Claus and Jeanette did their homework, 
there doesn’t appear to be a hotel or restaurant 
of note that they haven’t visited but it would be 
fair to say that Borgo Santo Pietro draws heavily 
on the likes of Babington House, which created 
the blueprint for combining high-end luxury 
with breezy informality. 

Whilst the exterior of Borgo Santo Pietro is 
traditionally Tuscan, the interior draws on 
influences from Italy to the Provence and 
English country house-style. Everything has 


been carefully sourced by the Thottrups 
themselves who have seemingly visited the world 
over, sourcing individual and beautiful items. 
The rooms are stuffed with antiques, from baths 
to chaise longues, desks and chairs. When we sat 
down to eat on our first night, the silver under- 
platters were antiques from the Italian navy, the 
bowls were bought in India and the cutlery 
came from a Parisian flea market. Every item at 
Borgo Santo Pietro, every detail, has its own 
story. All the walls feature handpainted designs, 
even the dining room floor has a handpainted 
design that replicates a fresco from San Galgano. 
On entering the front door of Borgo Santo 
Pietro you enter a large, faintly baronial, hall. 
But natural light shines through a strikingly 
modern window which fills an entire wall on 
the marble stairs. The effect is stunning, and it 
is this successful combining of the old and the 
new that is Borgo Santo Pietro’s unique selling 
point. Throughout the building, faithful old- 
world restoration has been coupled with state- 
of-the-art gadgetry and design to provide the 
utmost in comfort. The rooms have lighting 
and heat all controlled by a computer panel, 
(the floors will cool or warm according to the 
room temperature), LCD televisions are 
hidden unobtrusively behind oil paintings and 
his and hers iPods (pre-loaded with suitable 
music) greet you on arrival in your room. 
The food at Borgo Santo Pietro is 
fantastic. Again, Claus and Jeanette went in 
pursuit of perfection, carefully planning every 
aspect of the food and drink available. Their 
aim is that the surrounding land will supply 
most of the food for the kitchens —- when we 
visited, a gardener had flown in from the south 
of France with her designs for a kitchen 
garden. The Thottrups didn’t want to repeat 
the wonderful Tuscan fare widely available but 
aimed to create menus with an lighter, 


travel 
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international take on Italian food. Again, they 
went shopping for the best, netting Tomas, 
who recently won Danish chef of the year to 
come and work for them. 

Breakfast at Borgo Santo Pietro is totally 
informal. Guests can wander down into the 
huge stone-flagged kitchen where Tomas or 
another chef waits to take your order. It’s not 
often one gets a chef of such calibre to whip you 
up some scrambled eggs. Cesar, the head waiter 
is more like a personal butler, quickly 
remembering how you like your tea and coffee 
and waiting attentively for anything you might 
need. Lunches are more rustic and Italian. We 
sat on the terrace staring at the hills eating the 
best antipasto I’ve ever had. Ham from the rare 
breed Cinta Sinese pig coupled with mouth- 
watering bruscetta followed by langoustines 
with tomato and garlic on linguine. Every 
mouthful of food was bursting with flavour. 

Dinners at Borgo Santo Pietro are much 
grander affairs. Tomas will cook a la carte or 
you can choose the tasting menu — a seven 
course extravaganza complete with different 
wines for each course. Both Claus and Cesar 
are wine buffs and the villa boasts an 
impressive 10,000 bottle cellar. We tried both 
menus and the cooking was simply superb. 

It is hard to overstate the joy of Borgo Santo 
Pietro. To stay there is to feel you are staying 
amonst friends. For Claus and Jeanette it has 
never been a hard-nosed commercial venture 
but rather a very personal project, their dream 
home that had to please them before they would 
throw the doors open to guests. I am just 
honoured that I was one of the first and urge 
you to follow in my footsteps.

BRUNELLO RESTAURANT 
THE BAGLIONI HOTEL,

Kensington’s opulent Baglioni Hotel claims to 
have taken its restaurant ‘back to basics’. New 
head chef Andrea Vercelli (ex-Luciano) has been 
set to work on a simplified menu, while the 
starched white cloths have been whipped off 
dining room tables; even so there’s a limit to 
how ‘basic’ you can go in a restaurant that shares 
open-plan space with a five-star hotel lobby 
done out in black and gold. 

The most notable change has been the 
lowering of prices. Starters and pasta dishes, 
which used to clock in at £17, now hover 
around the £10 mark, while most mains give 
change from a £20. That said, vegetables are 
extra and some plates — the £55 T-bone among 
them — still come with lofty price tags. Portions, 
however, are generous so there’s always the 
option to share a few things rather than indulge 
in the traditional four courses. 

Our party of three grazed 
combination of salad and pasta ahead of 
individual mains. We all enjoyed the simplicity of 
a lightly-dressed spinach and avocado salad but 
the restrained approach went a bit far in the 
Sardinian sausage pasta we decided could have 
passed as a kid’s meal, low as it was in both 
flavour and seasoning. 

We were also disappointed with the duck 
ravioli, which didn’t come with enough butter 
and sage to compensate for its dry filling, but we 
loved the main serving of perfectly grilled tuna 
on rocket and tomato salad. The roast monkfish 
with clams, chorizo and cannellini beans was 
also delicious, though its size left us wishing 
we’d stuck to the sharing approach at main, too. 

With Albert Hall just down the road, we’d 
recommend popping here for pre-show drinks 
and nibbles, choosing one of the tables closest 
to the buzzy bar and washing antipasti down 
with excellent cocktails.

The all-day hotel dining concept can be hard to 
crack, especially if you want to attract locals, 
but this classic French brasserie (we refuse to 
repeat its silly name) slips pretty seamlessly into 
the role. Grand enough for Mayfair suits, it still 
offers an air of relaxed familiarity to comfort 
international travellers and the lengthy menus 
have something for everyone. There’s also a 
lovely private dining room, walk-in wine cellar 
and adjacent coffee shop. 

We visited on the first warm evening of the 
year and found the sizeable restaurant 
deserted: a shame, as the brasserie experience is 
usually all about the buzz. The clued-up staff 
were quick to suggest a table on the terrace — 
‘we have cashmere blankets if you get cold’ — 
but it only took pre-dinner drinks to show that 
Park Lane didn’t quite muster the atmosphere 
of the Champs Elysées so we left the more 
dedicated alfresco diners to soak up our share 
of the fumes and retreated inside. 

By this time, a few more tables had been 
filled and we were seated next to a party 
tucking into large plateaux de fruits de mer. 
That was more like it! Their contented slurping 
made it hard to look beyond the menu’s fresh 
seafood selection but we wanted to put the 
kitchen to the test so settled for the more 
elaborate marinated scallops with cured ham, 
warm lentils and hazelnut vinaigrette — a 
delicious dish in which the earthy flavours of 
the meat, pulses and nuts proved a perfect foil 
for the delicate shellfish. 

At main, it just had to be the ox cheek. 
Cooked for hours in rich Bordeaux wine, 
it doesn’t make for the most summery dish 
but we’d happily eat this rich and 
deliciously tender meat at any time of year — 
preferably with a slice of textbook lemon tart 
to finish. Yum.

The critics haven’t been kind to the Rib Shack. 
Scarcely had its famous revolving doors been 
fitted in their new location (the ill-fated site 
that previously housed Isola and the very short- 
lived Mocoto) before the scathing reviews 
started pouring in. But, then, so did the 
customers. Our weeknight dinner coincided 
with the big Chelsea-Man U game but not 
even an all-English Champions League final 
could keep the enthusiastic crowds away. So 
much for one out of five stars in Metro. 

Say what you will about the new owners 
and their updated take on this 1980s favourite 
but these guys know how to launch a 
restaurant. Involving locals in a clever online 
campaign to ‘Bring the Shack Back’, they had a 
bulging reservations book long before the 
place had even opened. All they need to do 
now is retain the business — and guess what? We 
think they’ll succeed. 

Sure, the food isn’t exactly gourmet, but 
then that isn’t what this place is about. People 
come here to have fun and it was certainly 
smiles all round on the night we visited. 
Now split across two sizeable floors, the upper 
level shares space with a buzzy bar, while 
downstairs has semi-private booths for parties 
(yes, the staff still sing ‘Happy Birthday’ on 
request). 

We loved the spicy buffalo wings but hated 
their synthetic blue cheese dip. Similarly, our 
Italian salad tasted of absolutely nothing, while 
a side order of macaroni cheese packed a 
flavourful punch (let’s not think about the 
calories in that one, though). Most 
importantly, the ribs were delicious: smoky, 
sweet and just as messy as you remember. 

So would we go back? You bet — but maybe 
not for the full experience. With drinks priced 
more decently than food, we’ll probably settle 
for cold beers and ribs at the bar. 
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The Pimlico Road was in carnival mood as locals and shoppers 
enjoyed the annual summer street party with a_ traditional 
Victorian carousel, jugglers and candy floss. The area's interiors 
shops and art galleries all stayed open and welcomed visitors 
with a glass or two of celebratory Champagne

hile working as a buying agent and 
trying to assess whether properties 
might suit the needs of particular 


clients I often get to pre-view properties that 
never actually come on the open market. I have 
been advising purchasers for the last 12 years and 
I still always pause before a viewing to focus 
thoughts and raise awareness of all five senses. 
Information is power and the more you have, the 
more confident you can be in your decisions. 

Arrive deliberately early for a viewing and 
have a good look around the street. Check out 
the neighbouring houses: are they well 
maintained and tidy? Think about security, 
privacy, parking, noise, both human and 
vehicular. Who is coming and going? 

Do a quick lap round the property to get a 
general feeling of the layout and size of the place. 
Then go back through slowly, considering

Viewing a property is as much about what to ignore as 
about what to look out for, reveals Phil Spencer 


whether it might be a possibility. Most things 
about a property can be altered, apart from its 
position and the amount of light it receives. 
Viewing a property is as much about what to 
ignore as it is what to look out for. Don’t be 
seduced or, put-off, by fixtures and fittings. 

One of the main reasons for visiting a 
property at different times of the day is to gauge 
noise levels from roads, neighbours and aircraft. 
If you are buying a flat, try knocking on the door 
of the flats above and below to see if anyone’s at 
home. Ask them to walk around a bit and turn on 
their TV; you’ll then discover whether there is a 
noise issue and get to check out the neighbours. 

Remember that changes in season and wind 
direction make a difference. Leafy trees can be 
beautiful to look at in the summer, but they have 
an insulating effect on noise and could be hiding 
something you’d rather not look at in winter. 


The person selling will be showing off their 
most valuable asset in its most attractive state. 
They will have de-cluttered, essentially dressing it 
up for marketing. I’ve encountered plenty of 
vendor tricks like removing vital wardrobes or 
storage facilities (look for marks on the carpet 
where they used to be); furniture or pictures 
covering cracks or damp patches; clever lighting 
permanently switched on... the list goes on so 
keep your wits about you. 

Always tell the agent what you thought about 
a property. Agents need feedback in order to 
develop a more detailed picture of what you are 
looking for so stay in touch.

lhe question at some of the duller 
dinner parties across London is still 
‘what’s happening to London prices?’ 
Nothing new about that, only the 
answers are a little different from a year ago. 

The lettings market has seen little change, 
with the number of properties let and new deals 
agreed on par with forecasts. Slower city 
recruitment and net job losses are having some 
effect at mid- and upper-price levels for larger 
properties. This is offset by a gentle gravitation 
from buying to renting (as people adopt a wait 
and see approach) for smaller flats across all 
areas. Whilst there’s more stock of larger 
properties, smaller flats are being snapped up like 
hot cakes. 

It is uncertainty in the sales market that is the 
major issue. Property forms a_ substantial 
proportion of investment capital for most of us. 
It’s tangible; you can see it and touch it — you 
can even live in it. So what’s changed? 

The mad scramble to buy at all costs is over. 
Buyers now have more choice; instructions are 
up 73 per cent across our offices. We’re back to 
a more considered market with more property 
available to sell, and buyers who are being 
properly pre-qualified by lenders before buying. 
Developers are still buying, albeit more 
cautiously, as are buy-to-let investors (particularly 
smaller one- and two-bedroom flats where yields 
are improving). There certainly isn’t blood on 
the carpet, despite what the press would have us 
believe — not in central London, anyway. 

Prices have eased — estate agent-speak for the 
f-word, fallen. There. It wasn’t so difficult to say 
after all. If you bought in October 2007 there’s 
a strong possibility that your property will sell 
today for a little less than you paid. Perhaps as 
much as 10 per cent less. 

In the last couple of years there hasn’t been 
enough property coming on to the market in the 
The Resident’s area where Chard’s South 
Kensington and Chelsea offices operate. London 
is a booming financial services centre (handing 
out billions at a time in bonuses) attracting

people from all over the world which has 
ensured that demand remained high —- 
stratospherically so in some areas. These people 
have to live somewhere and a third-world train 
service and congested roads deter all but the 
most committed from moving out of town and 
commuting each day. 

There has been a stealthy ‘drip-feed cull’ in 
the City since the New Year. This has, not 
surprisingly, dampened confidence. We have 
around 40 per cent fewer people looking to buy 
than a year ago and they have more choice. 


It is widely known that lenders are getting 
picky, although personally I see it a reassuring 
sign that lenders are pre-qualifying borrowers 
more vigorously than before. Kensington and 
Chelsea is not as dependant on cheap easy credit 
as the rest of the UK. It 
operates in its own 
‘micro-market’ fuelled 
by international money 
and the pre-eminence 
of London as a_ global 
financial centre. In any case, sensible lending is 
essential in maintaining long-term confidence if 
we are to avoid the ‘house of cards’ situation in 
the US. 

We sold two Kensington family houses at 
around the £10m mark in the last couple of 
weeks, reassuring me that New Labour’s ‘non- 
dom’ tax spoiler hasn’t yet scared off all the 
high-net-worth, non-domiciled _ residents 
essential to London’s economic prosperity. 

Offers are being agreed, albeit at a slower 
rate than last year, although there are still plenty

flying around. Encouragingly, fall-outs are down 
by at least 10 per cent. Buyers and vendors are 
more serious; vendors, in particular, are realising 
that there is a new reality in the market. 

So government interference, a worldwide 
credit crunch, news media desperate for 
‘property crash’ headlines and a cull of city 
workers — have combined since autumn 2007 to 
cause nothing more than a minor correction. 
The London property market is still remarkably, 
incredibly, strong. And looks set to remain so. 

Buyers are very unlikely to make a quick 
buck buying and selling right now. On the other 
hand, the market has already been re-appraised 
and there’s more choice than we’ve seen in years. 
If you’re looking to buy as a long-term 
investment or as a genuine home, now may just 
be an opportune moment to do so.
